HAZEL J. BRYANT, founder and executive 
producer of the Richard Allen Center for 
Culture and Art (RACCA) in New York City, 
passed on November 7, 1983 after returning 
home from a speaking engegment at the 
United Nations where she addressed a con- 
ference of the Third World Institute of Theater 
Arts Studies. 


A graduate of the Peabody Prepartory 
School of Music, the Oberlin Conservatory 
апа the Mozarteum School of Music іп 
Salzburg, Austrailia, Ms. Bryant enjoyed a suc- 
cessful career as an opera singer before 
becoming a producer and director. She 
founded the RACCA in 1968 to foster the rich 
diversity of black theater in America and to 
provide new opportunities for black 
playwrights, directors, actors and actresses. 
Over the past fifteen years, the RACCA has 
staged more than 200 musicals and plays and produced three month-long 
Festivals of black culture at Lincoln Center's Vivian Beaumont Theater and at 
theaters abroad. Ms. Bryant produced “Black Nativity” in 1979 in New York and in 
1981 took the play to the Ford Theater in Washington, D.C. and to Rome, where it 
was performed at the Vatican for Pope John Paul Il as part of the International 
Black Arts Festival. She received the Mayor's Award for Outstanding Contributions 
to the Arts in New York City in 1978 and a special citation from Governor Carey for 
producing the first Black Theater Festival at Lincoln Center in 1979. 


Ms. Bryant wae collaborating with Geraldine Fitzgerald on a production of 
"Take Me Along" to open in January 1984. Ms. Fitzgerald said: “She was a woman 
of great courage, a true leader who felt that the theater was the place where liber- 
ty and equality were brought to life."
